When, How to Repo

Generally spesddng, a houeepiant 
can go lor two yeojw In the same pot 
and the same soil before a major 
Npotdng becoRtea ncccesary. It is a 
good idea, however, lo refresh the 
plants erlth a topdresalng In the 
“ofr years between repottlngs. This 
consisti of icratching out the top 
layer of sail, being cwreful nob- to 
disturb any roots, and replacing It 
with perhapa an Inch of rid), f?esh 
topaotL 

The best time to cither topdress 
or repot la when the plant picks up 


and starts pushing out new shoots 
and Isaw after a period of aluggiah 
growth. With meal pisata. this will 
taejn the spring of the year, although 
not Invariably se. 

The flm >ob In repotting Is lo 
get the jdont out of Its present pot 
With wneli plants, this Is simple 
enough—Just pick up the plant, turn 
it upside down, ataadylng the soil In 
the pot with the left band, and rap 
the edge of the pot smartly on the 
edge of a bench or table. ITie ball of 
soil and roots should slide out neatly 
kilo your left hand. 

This Is an excellent o^NirtunKy 
—while the plant la out of Ita pot¬ 
to chedt up on your watering tech* 
nlque. Examine the bottom sell 
closely: If It Is soggy wat and sloppy, 
you are watering too much or too 
often. If H le bone dry, you are not 
giving enough to penetnte the full 
depth of soU.

Obewrve alao whether the roots 
were running around the Inside vt 
the pot, for tMa is a pretty sure dgn 
the plant has outgrown lu container 
and wrlli either need a larger pot or 
the plant Itaelf should be divided. 

One generel prtndple should be 
remnnberad:’All other things being 
equal, a plant will do better and 
Moom more freely W) b pot Just a 
little too small than in one a bit too 
large. Be sure It ia necessaiy, then, 
before you pot on into a larger 
container. 


In tha actual rapotting, lay thafi 
plant on Its akb an newspapars and* 
scmich away eooe—not all—of tilaS 
old ooU. If the roots are curled lnta{ 
a tight ban. tcaaa a few of tbeee freew 
from the root mace so they will pcne>S 
trato the new soil mere reedUy.
